MOREGOODWORK ^ 

OF THE RED CROSS 

The American Red Cross is about 
to distribute to the hospitals of the 
United States approximately 25^000,- 
000 yards of gauze, sudi d &tr ib uti on 
being based upon data procured and 
recommendations made by the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association. Inquiries 
have already been received from vari- 
ous hospitals as to this possibility of 
utilizing the services of Red Chx>ss 
workers in making up this material 
into surgical dressings. Assisting th^ 
civil hospitals of the country in this 
manner is thovoOfl^ily in aoeord with 
the present poHdes at the Bed Cross. 

"Chapter will be urged," says a re- 
port from Lake Division headquarters 
of the American Red Cross, to volun 
teer the services of tiieir workers to 
local hospitals in making up materials 
supplied by such hospitals into the 
surgical dressings, hospital garments, 
or hospital supplies. 

"By thus.offeihig to hospitals the 
service of Red Cross workers the 
value of the contributian to be made 
will be greatly increanfid and the Bed 
Cross mil effectively demonstrate its 
apreciation of eooperation given dur- 
ing the stress <^ war." 

These recommendations made re- 
cently in a letter from F. C. Monroe, 
General Manager of the American 
Red Cross at Washington, D C, will 
answer the questions which have been 
asked from time to time as to what 
the Red Cross is doing with this 
materials not in nae at, the time, of 
signing of th armistiee.

The county has the 
fund.s for this work. From Livingston, 
to Parkers Creek, 6.75 miles, there 
is on deposit in Lexington and Fxaidfe- 
fort, $91,000 to grade and drain this 
part of the highway. The cootraefe 
has been awarded. Of IjIs amount 
|22/)00 was provided by private sub- 
seiiption between Detroit and Chata- 
nooga. Rodman Wiley, Kentucky 
State Highway Commissioner has 
^iven assurance that fifty per cent of 
Federal Aid and tw-entyfive per cent 
of State Aid will be furnished to sur- 
face 'Ifiis mileage 

From Parker's Credc to Pittsbnr|r 
in Laurel county, a disanee of IZS 
miles the grading has been completed^ 
The State highway commissioner has 
agreed to give fifty per cent Federal 
Aid and twenty-five per cent of State 
Aid for surfacing of this section.

An Act for the improvement of 
the public highways of this" Com 
monwealth. 

Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the . O^miMiwealtii 
of Kentucky: 

1. That it shall be the duty of 
every owner, controller and man 
ager of lands bordering and abut 
ting on the public highways of 
this coinnionwealth, fox the dis 
tance which their said lands' so 
abuts and borders, when so order 
ed by the . Fiscal Court of his 
county, to cut, clear away, re 
move and carry from along side 
the public highways, all. bashes', 
weeds, shrubs, and overliai^ng 
limbs of trees"' and all other such 
obstructions along such highways 
and to keep all hedge fence along 
such highways so trimmed, and 
cut back, that same, at on time, 
will become more than five feet

TtSif, detk of tiie tfstrkt conzt of 
fte United Statea for tlie Soothem 
District of Ohio, notifying' him of a 
decision made by Jndge Bollister of 
that court, wfaidi will, be of benefit 
to the dfepoeitoss of ^ Alenadar 
bank. 

A few months after the failure of 
the Alexander bank suit was filed by 
Thomas J. Smith, State Bankiiw 
Commissioner, and Buckner Wood- 
ford, deputy Baakiag Oommfiwioaer, 
against the Hfty^tidrd MUfaBal 
Bank of Cincinnati to M co ro r about 
$40,000, which was nalawftilly hold- 
ing it representing a sum loaned 
to Alexander above the legal limit of 
$10,000, which, aeooidfaig to its 
charter, was the limit tte Dank eodM 
borrow. 

In 1917 Judge Hollister rtded 
that the law was with plaintiffs in 
the case but at the time he made said 
ruling both Banking Conunisioner 
Smith and Dqnfy BnAner Woodford, 
Sr., liad been d e og ased for mate th^ 
a year and their names had not be^ 
substitnted by the names of their 
predecessors in office, nor had any 
motion been made for the sobstita- 
tion of the names within a year after 
the death of the Banking Chauais- 
sioner and his deputy. 

Mr. Maxwell, attorney for the Fifty 
Third Bank, contended that it was 
too late to subetitate the names of 
Geoige E. Speer, present BankiDg 
OoafimlHiiioner aad Us Juyulf,. Bw' 
■er Woodford. Jr., aaad said f 
l a e ojJ i iSA not sImw at tttat time 
any one iras anthorized to collect the 
money from the Fifty-Third Bank, 
and that the Banking Commissioner 
would have to lose the amount. 

Tho case was submitted to Judge 
Hillister sevcrral months ago, and he 
has ruled and filed an opinion that the 
motion of the plaintiffs to substitute 
111* Moes of Bpeiat aad Badkaer 
Woodfisnt Jr., moat be snstained. 

Ike decision means that abont 
fMiOOO more will be distributed 
ammig the bank's creditors, and if 
a suit pending in court for $30,000 
and those against the directors of the 
the bank result favorably, the depos- 
tors will receive very close to one 
hondred per cent of tlieir deposits.
